‘The proposals outlined by the Administrator of Natal to extend 
the muanicipal franchise to Indias and to provide for the election 
by them of Indians to the Durban City Council aad other local 
‘authorities in Natal include the following features 

Indians with certain qualifications shall be placed oa an Indian 
‘voter list separate from the European yoters’ list. Whece there 
fare 20 or more Indian voters one Indian councillor shall be elected; 
where 100 or more, provided there are 40 oF more European coun. 
cillors (as in Durban), two Indians shall be elected to. the Council 
Todian councillors so elected shall bold office for two years, eles 
tions being held every second yeus, und shall be in widition to. the 
present European couacillors. 


Municipal Association's Opposition 

A resolution asking the Admioisteator of Natal to defee apy 
legislation oa the admission of Tadiaos to Natal town and city 
‘councils, and other local authorities, was passed wt a special mest. 
ing in Macitsburg on February 13 of the Natal Municipal Aso. 
Ciation, The resolution recommended the inimedinte holding of « 
eeneral poll of municipal voters on the azceptubility of otherwise, 
of the proposals made Sy the Adwinisteator, The tesalution was 
‘moved by Mr. L,1., Boyd, Deputy stayor of Darbaa, 

‘The meeting was the largest of its kind ever conveded in Natal 
and was attended by delegates from nearly every muaicipality ia 
the Province. Tt was a sequel to « recent conference ia Capetown 
etween delegates of the Natal Municipal Association aad the 
Prime Minister, Geoeral Smuts, at which the Adminiateator was 
present, 

Addressing the meeting, Mr, Mitchell

Indias themselves doing for 
their own education, that most 
of the aided schools are pro.

proper for me at this stage 
to make any comment on 
that portion of the report 
affecting the alleged ai 
of the police during the 
African Mineworkers’ steike, 
since the investigations re:

And this was just 
over an argument on civility. 
Would one dare to make a 
laint to the police after 
this? Such instances, we 
Venture to suggest, ire com 
mon in the case of nou. 
juropeans. ‘The Minister 
of Justice's’ statement, far 
from preventing them, will 
encourage them.

DEMAND BETTER SALARIES 


HE Natal Indian Teachers!"Society met at Sastei College on 

Friday, May 16, to discuss a demand for salary scales equiva~ 
Tent to those received by European teachers, 

In. 1944 the Beardmore Commission recommended a ratio of 70 
to too in respect of Indian and European teachers! salaries, The 
recommendation was put into ellect in 19455 but since thea the 
European teachers’ salary scales have been incteased, ‘The Indians’ 
‘sclary sooles are unchanged. Lodian men teachers are aow gettiog. 
eer than European women teachers. fndian teachers are demind- 
ing the same pay for the same qualifications, 

Mr, N, K, Sham, secretary of the Society had received « letter 
from the Provincial Secretary stating that new salary scales for 
Indian teachers would not be contemplated, 

Mer, T, M, Naicker, president of the Society, discussing the sv 
ested mace resignntiogs and strikes, sid that these measures would 
‘only be adopted after mature cottideration, ite did not want 
teachary to be emotional on the subject of ioctensed salary scales, 
tut if all efforts to gain them failed the only couise left open was 
to stage demonstrations. “We will not lie low uatil we are given 
equality of treatment with all other salary groups in thie country,” 
he said. 

Tt was slated by speakers at the meeting that odian teachers 
had beea told by the Province that they could not have increased 
salary scales until they improved theie terchiog qualifications, and 
that Indians were debacred froen obtaining these qualifications, 

Resolutions were pasved at the meeting expressing. disaatislac

‘ther significant that the only 
reaction of the South African 
Govecoment, s0 far, to the UNO 
directive as also’ to Pandit 
Nebru's subsequent appeal for 
co-operation in Gnding a solu- 
tion to the whole problem should 
have taken the shape of a re- 
quest for the resumption of 
diplomatic relations, The osten« 
sible reason for this, us revealed 
by Field Marshal Smonts, is that 
“without a peronal channel of 
communication, it is difficult to 
Degin discussions and overcome 
obstacles to the’eading of th 
‘present impasse between the two 
Governments.”

COLOUR BAR_ CREEPING IN 
RHODESIA 
RESTRICTIONS ON INDIAW OWNERSHIP OF LAND 


A MEHORANDUM oo the whole question of the inclusion in 
title deeds of special conditions restricting ownership or 
‘occupation of land is to be prepared by the executive committee 
of the Municipal Association of Southern Rhodesia. 

This was accepted by the conference bald receatly at Victoria 
Falls, tha only dissenting vote being Mr. D, Macintyre, Mayor of 
Bulawayo. 

Tt was also egreed the that memorandum should be circalated 
{to all local authority members of the Associa 

Uf the executive covsidered there war need for explaining the 
restrictive conditions to local citizens, and the rexsons raunicl. 
ppalitios were unable {o insert such conditions ia the title deeds of 
Jand sold by them, public meetiogs would be convened, Should. 
these meetings show a desire for such resteicted conditions to be 
inserted, then local authorities would apply to the Government for 
the necessary ameadwent to the Town Taoning Act to eomble’ 
individual citizens to have them inserted, 

Mr, C, Olley (Salisbury), moving these resolutions, said they 
‘were designed to prevent Indians acquiring property ia’ European: 
owned areas. Indian iofltration in the Colony was growing, and 
in Salisbury they owned over £390,000 worth of property, 

‘The question of white supremacy was raised. in Keayn that 
‘supremacy was gone: in Northera Rhodesia it was virtually yooe, 
‘and be feared in about 15 years siaiilar position would exist ia 
Souther Rhodesia. 

Todians were offering and often using syndicated money and 
‘uneconomic prices for property, which induced Europeans 10 sell, 
A serious threat to white supremacy would not arise if Europeaae 
refused to sell their property.

tute of Race Relations field 
in Durbas. European, In- 
dian and African intelli 
‘gontsia met together and 
discussed various aspects of 
race relations as they alfect- 
ed South Africa, The poli- 
tical, social, educational 
and economic conditions of 
Indians ond Atricans were 
elaborately discussed and 
facts placed before the con- 
ference were indisputable 
since they had been collect- 
ed by eminent University 
men after adeep study and 
research work, It would 
not be an exagweration to 
aay that everyone at the 
conference felt the coudi- 
tions described, both in re: 
‘spect of Indians and Afri- 
‘ans, as appalling. One 
speaker very rightly pointed 
out that those who had 
assembled there had alreaily 
Weun converted to viewing 
the situation sympathetically 
‘but what-was required was 
to acquaint the man-in-the- 
street with it and t0 educnte 
Ihim so that he may be more 
thoughtful and more sensible 
in his judgmant of men and 
things and not allow him- 
self to be led away by 
emotion. 
Duty Of The Press 
That duty really devolves 
upon the Press and it 
igrieves us deeply to haye 
fo stare that if there is one 
titution in South Africa 
torday whtetr ts really gully 























of stoking fires of hatred 
and fear, whether conscious- 
ly o¢ unconseiously, it is the 
Press The South African 
Press seems to be woefully 
lag thee great 
responsibility that fies on its 
shoulders of so guiding pub:

path of sanity, which is the 
first essential for the pre- 
servation of world peace,

Passive Resistance 
We come lastly to the 
use of Passive Resistince as 
a weapon for the redress of 
one’s grievances.

The 
Coloured races at that time 
were told to stand shoulder 
to shoulder with the White 
races in fighting against 
Nazism. We were fighting, 
we were told, for human 
brotherhood. To-day the 
Coloured races have bee) 
pushed aside as inferiors, 


General Smuts tells the 
White race: It must also be 
remembered that the Col- 
oured races had assisted in 
the war, and they in tum 
‘must be treated ‘fairly’ in 
peace time." ‘The interpreta- 
low of the term “fairly” is 
the prerogative of the 
White race. “We must 
aim at achieving the basic 
fandametil of justice for 
all," says General Smuts. 
‘What is that basic funda- 
mental of justice? General 
‘Smuts quotes the examples 
of the British Government 
separating the Arabs from 
the Jews in Palestine, and of 
India which is divided into 
Pakistan and Hindustan.

South Africa hos pre- 
served the Coloured races 
not with any philanthropic 
motive but to be exploited 
by White South Africa.

AUGUST FIFTEENTH 


August 15, 1947, is a memorable day iu the history of India. On this day the deau- 
Weight of British Imperialism is lifted from this land. The sufferings and sucrifices of genera: 
tions of brave fighters in the cause of indepenaence have borne fruit. We salute with reverence 
the memory of those whose blood and sweat have watered the harvest which we gather (o-day. 
We honour the brave and selfless patriots wh are happily still with us, not only the great 
leaders whom the nation knows and already honours, but those innumerable heroes who have 
laboured and suffered in obscurity, without count of sacrifice and without hope of personal 
reward, 

‘This revolution which has ushered the birth of freedom for this land is @ unique one 1 
the history of the world. Never before was so great un event transforming the destiny of 30 
many millions of men and women consummated with such little bloodshed and violence, This 
is @ triumph not of one brute might over another. but of the spirit of freedom and humanity 
over the blinding greed of imperialism. ‘That this has been possible is due to the inspiring 
leadership of Mahatma Gandhi, who, if any man may be so called, is the Father of our Nation 
He fas fed us in the non-violent batlle for freedves and he hex chen sea Way to make this 
freedom fruitful in the service of our people, To him we pay our homage, 

We sought to achieve freedom for an India that was one and, to us, indivisible. And yet 
‘millions of our brothers and sisters who were our countrymen yesterday’ will’ to-day become 
citizens of @ separate state, We accepted this separation, however painful, because freedom from 
foreign rule was the imperative necessity of our national existence, and ‘unity without freedom 
had turned into disunity. Freedom achieved, unity may return, 'a unity truer than we had 

fore, 

Let us not be disheartened because freedom has not come in the full glory of a united 
India. ‘The tragedy of the last few months, which has set brother against brother and. disfigured 
the fair face of this nation, has cast a deep shadow of gloom in our hearts, Nevertheless, as 
Wounded soldier rejoices if he holds aloft the banner of freedom, even so we rejoice at 
advent of this day. 

What we have uchieved to-lay is the freedom to make or mar our destiny. ‘This is the 
highest privilege and the highest responsibility. This privilege and this tesponsibility shall “be 
shared equally by all citizens of the Indiai Union, to whatever religion, community oF party 
they may belong. Let every citizen pledge himself to-day to bend all his energies to the buil 
ing of a democratic society based on social justice, where all power shall reside in the people 
and all citizens shall have equal opportunities of development. 

To-day our enemy is not outside us but within us, Hunger, poverty and disease, ut 
ignorance, prejudice and folly, and above all the spirit of violence and disorder let loose by 
communal passions, are our real enemies. Against these enemies we have to marshal allo 




















forces, It is the sacred duty of every Indian to help the State fight these enemies. This new 

Struggle will need even a greater spirit of sacrifice and self-discipline than we showed in our 
struggle for freedom.

1 do believe that, where there 
is only a chance between coward- 
ice and violence, 1 would advise 
violence, Thus when my eldest 
son asked me what he should 
have done, had he been present 
when 1 was almost fatally as 
savhted in 1908, whether he 
should¢have run away and seen 
ic killed or whether he should 
haye used his physical force 
which he could and wanted to 
use, and defended me. 1 told 
him that it was his duty to de- 
fend me even by using violence. 
Hence it was that T took part 
in the Bocr War, the so-called 




















Zulu Rebellion and the late 
War. Hence also do 1 advocate 
training in arms for those who 


believe in the method of vi 
lence, 1 would rather have Indi 
resort to arms in order to de- 
fend her honour than that she 
would in a cowardly manner 
become or remain a helpless 
Witness to her own dishonour.

1am not a visionary. 1 claim 
to be a pructical idealist, The 
religion of non-violence ix not 
meant merely for the rishis and 
saints, It is meant for the coms 
mon people as well. Non-vi 
lence is the law of our species 
as violence is the Jaw of the 
brute, The spirit ties dormant 
in the brute, and he knows no 
Jaw but that of physical might. 
The dignity of man requires 
obedience to a higher law—to 
the strength of the spirit 

1 have therefore ventured to 
place before India the ancient 
law of self-sacrifice. For satya 
graha and its offshoots, non 
co-operation and civil resist- 
ance, are nothing but new 
names for the law of suffering. 
The rishis. who discovered the 
lw of non-violence in the midst 
of violence, were greater geni- 
uses than Newton. ‘They were 
themselves greater warriors than 
Wellington. Having. themselves 
known the use of arms, they 
realised their uselessness, and 
taught a weary world that 
salvation lay not through vio- 
lence but through non-violence 

Non-violence in its dynamic 
condition means conscious suf- 
fering.

The dinner rarely lasted more 
than half an hour and this half 
an hour period provided a com- 
bination of work, food and re- 
laxation to Net He was free 
and easy with everybody at the 
dinner table and would even go 
to the extent of discussing men 
and matters in a lighter vein, 

Long. drawn-out social func- 
tions which were not few or far 
between, were a source of irri- 
lation to Netaji although he was 
@ very liberal host and an ami- 
able guest. 





Crowded Programme of 
Activity. 

Netaji had no private life as 
such. His entire time, thought 
and energy, were dedicated to 
India’s freedom, ‘Though a strict 
disciplinarian he was easily ap- 
prochable and the cause of the 
lower ranks was always upper- 
‘imosti ni him, He neither fayoured 
tor feared anybody in particular. 
Ever since July 4th, 1943, the 
khaki uniform had been his only 
dress. Once, while in Rangoon 
the Propayanda Officer of the 
Jpanese Army wanted a photo- 
graph of him in national dress, 
but Netaji flatly refused. to put 
on anything other than khaki as 
ong as he was engaged in battle. 

Like most other public men, 
Netaji could never stick to a set 
lime table. His programme was 
so crowded throughout the day 
and night that he found it ime 
possible to keep appointments or 
receive visitors to the minute. 

A few days after his arrival at 
Singaport. Field Marshal Count 
Terauchi. the Japanese Supreme 
Commander for the Southern 
Regions. had invited him to lun- 
cheon. "Netaji had a busy pro- 
gramme that morning and while 
Count Terauchi was impatiently 
waiting 10 receive the LNA. 
chief at one o'clock, the latter 
was still addressing a’ meeting of 
army officers some 15 miles 
away! Netaisj’ A-D.C, was on the 
jitters and all that he could do 
Was to ring up the Marshal's 
secretary and apologise for the 
delay. ~ What would have beer 
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the feeling of Terauchi when he 
had to wait without lunch until 
tree o'clock when the Netaji 
finally turned up, could be bet- 
ter imagined than expressed, The 
same thing applied in the matter 
© freceiving visitors as well. 
Evenings saw a stream of cal- 
Jers at Netaji’s residence and it 
was not before 3 or 4 in the 
morning that the last caller 
usually: left 
“ Restless” Even as Napoleon 
Sleep? Well, that was a thing 
that worried Netaji the least. 
Actually a lot of his planning and 
desk work was done towards the 
early morning He had that 
amazing quality of being able to 
Work 24 hours non-stop without 
showing any apparent’ physical 
fatigue or having to alter or in- 
terrupt the next day’s schedule. 
On occasions when he was too 
tired he would take advantage 
of a few spare minutes in be- 
‘oven interviews or appointments 
and would lie down and go to 
sleep immediately. And like 
Napoleon he would himself get 
‘up in time for the next appoint- 
ment fully refreshed after only 
20 minutes or so of sound sleep. 
He was a loyer of the Gita and 
never retired at night without 
reading # few verses from it, and 
the precious. little book lay by 
his sidew henever he slept. 
‘Courage and Calmness 
Since the removal of his head- 
quarters to Burma in February. 
1944, Netaji had to live and work 
r the most nerve-racking 
conditions, But his coolness in 
the face of danger and utter dis- 
regard for his own personal 
safely not only set an example to 
stiff “asthe national conscious- 
others but also earned him the 
love and praise of all, Half a 
dozen wir raids a day, seven days 
of the week and incessant bomb- 
ing and machine-gun attacks by 
the enemy did not alter his pro- 
gramme at any time. ‘There was 
4 first-clas air raid shelter in his 
Rungoon house in University 
Avenue built of reinforced con- 
rete and fitted with a table and 
chairs and an electrice light. $0 
that he could work inside in times 
of prolonged air raids, but Netaji 
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never used it! One night his 
‘own bungalow was the target for 
enemy bombers. Chin Tsong 
Palace, a couple of furlongs away 
provided a good landmark, and 
humerous bombs were dropped 
all around his house, Netaji was 
fat his desk working with the aid 
of a thickly shaded light and in 
spite of persuasion he wouldn't 
x0 into the shelter, Army com. 
manders say that when he was in 
the firing line crossing the Indo- 
Burma border Netaji displayed 
such superb courage as would 
pul _many a trained General to 
shame. 

Netaji Mastered the Science of 

War 

In spite of being a civilian all 
through his ite, Neti took an 
active part in formulating mil 
tary strategy and his introduction 
of modern German te lique into 
the Azad Hind Fauj proyed to. 
be of immense advantage to ope- 
rational commanders in the field, 


‘The Final March to Bangkok 
Again, at the time of our with- 
drawal from Rangoon a plane 
was put at the disposal of Netaji 
by the Japanese to take him to 
Bangkok, but he flatly refused 
the offer, He preferred to walk 
it with “his men, sharing their 
hardships and looking after their 
comforts. The march from Ran= 
goon to Bangkok was not an easy 
‘one. The enemy was on their 
heels, snipers were active every- 
where, the Burnia: Defence Army 
hud joined hands with the British 
and were proving to be a great 
menace to our men, yet the offer 
of a plane did not aitract: Netaji 
He did the joumey partly in a 
motor lorry and mostly on foot 
with the rest of the Azad Hind 
men, 
It canbe proudly said and 
\out fear of, contradiction, that 
ever there wasanalleader in the 
whole of Eust Asia who refused 
to cow dowfito theil-too-power- 
ful Japanese’and fet them on an 
equal planca it was Netaji Subhas 
Chanddra: Bose, whose service in

“QUIT INDIA” 


HE following isthe text of the re 

lution passed hy the All-India Com 
ress Committee ou the evening of 
Aug B12: 

The All-India Congress Com- 
mittee has given the most care- 
ful consideration to the refer 
ence made to it by the Working 
Committee in their resolution 
dated Tuly 14, 1942, and to sub- 
sequent events, including the de 
velopment of the war situatio 
the utterances of responsible 
spokesmen of the British Go 
ernment. and the comments and 
eriticisins made in India and 
abroad. ‘The Committee _ap- 
proves of and endorses that re 
solution, and is of opinion that 
events Subsequent to it have 
akiven it further justification, and 
have made it slear that the ime

mediate ending of British ru 
in India is an urgent necessity, 
both for the sake of India and 
for the success of the cause of 
the United Nations, The con- 
tinuation of that rule is degrad- 
ing and enfeebling India and 
making her progressively less 
capable of defending herself and 
‘of contributing to the cause of 
world freedom, ‘the Committee 
‘has yiewed with dismay the de. 
terioration of the situation 
on the Russian ond Chinese 
fronts and conveys to Russian 
and Chinese proples ils high 
appreciation of their heroism 
in defence of their freedom. This 
increasing peril makrsit incur, 
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bent on all those who strive for 
freedom and. who sympathise 
with the victims of aggression, 
lo examine the foundations of 
the policy so far purstied by the 
Allied Nations, which have led 
to repeated and disastrous fail- 
ture, It is, not by adhereing to 
such aims and policies and 
methods that failure can be eon- 
verted into success, for past ex- 
perience has shown that failure 
4s inherent in them, ‘These poli- 
cies have been based not on 
Ireedom so much as on the dom: 
ination of subject and Colonial 
countries, and. the continusition 
of the Imperialist tradition and 
method, ‘The possession of Em 
pire, instead of adding to the 
strength of the ruling power, 
has become a burden and a 
curse, Indi, the classic land of 
modern Imperialism, has become 
the efx of the question, for by 
the freedom of India will Britain 
and the United Nations be 
judged, and the peoples of Asia 
nt Africa be Milled with hope 
nd enthusiasm, 

The ending of British rule in 
this country 1s thus a vital and 
immediate issue on which de- 
pend the future of the war and 
the success of freedom and de- 
mocracy. A free India will 
assure this success by throwing 
all her great resources in the 
struggle for freedom and against 
the aggression of Nazism, Fas- 
ism and Impetialism. This will 
Hot only affect materially the 
fortunes of the war, but will 
bring all subject and oppressed 
humanity on the side of the 
United Nations. und give these 
‘ations, whose ally India would 
he. the moral and. spiritual 
Ieadership of the world. India 
in bondage will continue (0 be 
the symbol of British Imperial- 
ism and: the taint of that Tm- 
porialism will affect the fortunes 
of the United Nations. 

The peril of to-day, therefore, 
necessitates the independence of 
India and the ending of British 
domination. No future promises 
of guarantees can affect the pre- 
sent situation or meet that peril 
‘They cannot produce the needed 
psychological effect on the mind 
of the masses, Only the glow 
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of freedom now can release that 
rey and enthusiasm of mile 
lions of people which will imme- 
diately transform the nature of 
the war, 

The A-LCC., therefore, re- 
peats with all emphasis the de- 
mand for the withdrawal of the 
British power from India. On 
the declaration of India’s inde- 
pendence, a provisional Govern- 
ment will be formed, and. free 
India will become an ally of the 
United Nations. sharing with 
them in the trials and tibula- 
tions of the joint enterprise of 
the struggle for freedom. The 
provisional Government ean only 
be formed by the co-operation 
of the principal parties and 
groups in the country. It will 
thus be a composite Govern- 
‘nent, representative of all. im- 
portant sect 
India. Tis primary 
must be to defend India and re- 
sist aggression with all the armed 
as well as the non-violent forces 
at its command, together with 
ils Allied Powers, and to pro- 
mote the well-being and progress 
of the workers in the fields and 
fuctories elsewhere, to whom es- 
sentially all power and authority 
must belong. The provisional 
Government will evolve a scheme 
for a Constituent Assembly 
which will prepare a constitution 
for the Government of India ac- 
ceptable to all sections of the 





















people, ‘This constitution, ac 
cording to the Congress view, 
should be a Federal one, with 


the largest measure of autonom) 
for the federating units, and with 
Whe residuitry, powers vesting in 
these units, “The future relations 
between India and the Allied 
Nations will be adjusted by te- 
presentitives of all these’ free 
‘countries conferring together for 
their mutual advantage and for 
their co-operation in the com- 
mon tusk of resisting aggression 
Freedom will enable India to re- 
sist aggression effectively with 
the people's united will and 
strength behind it, 

‘The freedom of India must be 
the symbol of and prelude to 
this freedom of all other Asiatic 
nations under foreign domi 
tion. Burma, Malaya, -Indo- 
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China, the Dutch Indies, Tran 
and Traq must also attwin their 
complete freedom. It must be 
clearly understood that stich of 
these countries as are under 
Japanese control now must Hot 
Subsequently be placed under 
the rule or control of any other 
Power, 

While the A-LC.C. must pri- 
marily be concerned with the in- 
dependence and defence of India 
in this hour of danger, the Com- 
mittee is of opinion that the 
future peace, security and or- 
dered progress of the world de- 
mand a World federation of free 
nations, nd on no other basis 
can the problems of the modern 
world be solved. Such a world 
federation would ensure the free- 
dom of its constituent nations, 
the prevention of aggression and 
exploitation by one nation over 
another. the protection pf na- 
tional minorities, the advanee- 
ment of all backward areas and 
peoples, and the pooling of the 
world’s resources for the com- 
mon good of all. On the estab- 
lishment of such a world federa- 
tion, disarmament would be 
practicable in all countries, na- 
tional armies, navies and air 
forces would no longer be neces- 
sary, and world federal de- 
fence force would keep the world 
Peace und prevent aggression, 

‘An independent India would 
gladly join such a world federa- 
ion and co-operate on an equal 








basis. with other countries in the 
solution of international prab- 
Jems, 


Such a federation should be 
‘open to all nations who agree 
with, its fundamental principles, 
In view of the war. however, the 


federation must inevitably, to 
begin with, be confined (0° the 
United Nations. Such a step 
taken now will have a most 


powerful clfect on the war, on 
the peoples of the Axis countries, 
‘and on the peace to come. 


The Committee regretfully 
realises, however, that despite 
the tragic and overwhelming les- 





sons of the war and the perils 
that overhang the world, the 
Governments of few countries 
sare yet prepared to take this in- 
‘evitable step towards World feil- 





‘The reactions of the 





guided criticisms of the foreign 
Press also make it clear thit 
even the obvious demand for 
India’s independence is resisted, 
though this has been made essen- 
tially to meet the present peril 
and to enable India to defend 
herself and to help China and 
Russia in their hour of need. 
The Committee is anxious not 
to embarrass in any way the de= 
fence of China or Russia, whose 
freedom is precious and must be 
preserved, or to jeopardize the 
defensive capacity of the United 
Nations, But the peril grows 
both to India and these nations, 
and inaction and submission 10 
a foreign administration at_this 
Stage is not only degrading India 
and reducing her capacity to de- 
fend herself and resist agures- 
sion, but is no answer to that 
growing peril and is no service 
{othe peoples of the United 
Nations, ‘The earnest appeal of 
the Working Comnitice to Groat 
Britain and the United Nations 
hus so far met with no response, 
and the criticisms made tn 
foreign. quarters have shown an 
ignorance of India’s and the 
world's need, and sometimes 
even hostility to India’s freedom, 
which is significant of a min 
lality of glomination and. racial 
superiority which cannot bo tol 
erated by a proud people cons 
cious of their strength and of 
the justice of their cuuse, 

The ALEC, would yet again. 
ut this last moment, in the ine 
torest of world freedom, renew 
this appeal to Britain and the 
United "Nations. But the Com 
millee feels that iC iso longer 
justified in holding the nation 
hack from endeavouring (0 s- 
sett its will against an imperial 
ist and authoritarian Govern: 
ment which dominates over it 
and prevents it from functioning 
in its own interest and.in the in- 
lerest of humanity. ‘The Com- 
mittee resolves, therefore, to 
sanction. for the vindication of 
inalienable right to free- 
dom and independence, the start- 
ing of a mass struggle on non- 
violent lines on the widest pos 
sible scale, so that the country 
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might utilise all the non-violent 
strength it hus gathered during 
the lust 22 years of peaceful 
struggle. Such o struggle must 
Inevitably be under the leader- 
ship of Gandhiji and the Com 
millee requests him to take the 
Jead and guide the nation in the 
stops 10 be taken, 

The Commitee appeals 10 the 
people of India to face the dan- 
ers and hardships that will fall 
to their lot with courage and en- 
durunce, and to hold together 
Under the leadership of Gandhiji. 
and carry out his instructions as 
disciplined soldiers of Indian 
freedom. They must remember 
that non-violence is the basis of 
his. movement, A time may 
come when it may not be pos 
sible to issue Instructions oF Tor 
Instructions to reach our people, 
‘and when. no Congress Commit 
tees Gi function. When this 
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happens, every man or woman 
who fs participating in this moves 
ment must function for himself 
‘or herself within the four vor: 
ners of the general’ instructions 
issued. Every Indian who de- 
sites freedom and strives for it 
must be his own guide urging 
him on along the hard  rowd 
Where there is no resting place 
and which leads ultimately to 
the independence and delivery 
of India, 

Lasily, whilst the A-LC.C. has 
stuled its own view of the future 
governance under free India, the 
ASLC.C. wishes to make it quite 
clear to all concerned that by 
embarking on a mass struggle, 
it has no intention of gaining 
power for the Congress, The 
power, when i comes, will be- 
Jong to the whole people of 
India,

INDIA today submitted an 1S:paxe memorandam to the United 
Nations Organiaition on the qnestion of the treatment of 
Todlians fn South Afrlos.

‘Truth, sanity, modera- 
tion should be the keynote 
of true journalism, Instead 
we seem to be following the 
path of untruth, insanity and 
immoderation. | ‘That is the 
role the Press seems to be 
playing today in leading the 
world. We talk of ideo- 
Jogies, but we all seem to 
have our own ideology 
based, not on truth and 
righteousness, but on our 
own whims and prejudices, 
‘Things happening in India, 
in Palestine and other parts 
of the world are regrettable 
fand painful to the extreme. 
Instead of expressing its 
sense of horror and trying 
to show some better way 
‘out what does the Press do?

Whilst we do. not 
support the extreme lan- 
guage used by Dr. Dadoo, 
wwe certainly cvnnot, fend 
‘any: support 10 Me.

His leadership 
has kept Indians in South 
Arica backward. The whole 
period of hin regime is 
marked with retcogression, 
Indians have, no doubt, 
economically thrived during 
that period. And it is just 
that economic loss and 
nothing else that seems to 
concern Mr, Kajee, Indians 
are living in a fool's. para- 
they believe their 
status will be enhanced in 
this country without being, 
prepared to sacrifice and to 
sufler material loss. Mr. 
Kajee's dictionary does not 
contain the word ‘suffering.’ 
We do not stand for any 
policy of incitement or Com- 
munism, But fet not Com- 
munis be made a bogey 
to detract people from the 
main issue. Mr, Kajee has 
not been able to suggest 
any practical policy to be 
pursued for the future well- 
being of our people. He 
points out that to act on 
Dr. Dadoo's suggestion for 
the boyeott of South African 
goods would only be det 
mental to the welfare of the 
people of India, who are 
relying on the export of

This was 
the second time Mrs, 
Cachalia had been to prion,

fench sentenced to a fine of 
£3 or thirty days impei 
ment for being found i 
ofa breach of the: Trespass 
Law, ‘They had all wilfully 
violated the law as a protest 
figainst the Asiatic Land 
‘Tenure and Indian Repre- 
sentation Act. now better 
known as the Ghetto Act 
From the story she has told 
us it would appear that 
these brave women Resistors 
have had a pretty rough 
time, Mr. Gachalia’s com- 
plaine was against the Mat:
